Three of the organization leaders were 
here for the conference, at which 350,000 
train service employes in the United 
States were represented. They were 
Warren 8. Stone, president of the Broth- 
erhood of Locomotive Engineers; W. G. 
Lee, president of the Brotherhood of 
Railway Trainmen, and W. S. Carter, 
president of the Brotherhood of Loco- 
motive Firemen and Enginemen. A. B. 
Garretson, president of the Order of 
Railway Conductors, who took the lead 
in the Washington fight, is traveling in 
the South Seas. 

A number of switchmen, some of 
whom are members both of the Switch- 
men’s Union and of the Trainmen’s 
Brotherhood, held subconferences. 
Spokesmen asserted that, although 
ewitchmen on 13 Eastern roads were 
recently granted a wage increase of 5 
cents an hour, provision has not been 
wade for the switchmen employed on 
the major Western roads.

Robeft Grinham, 9-year-old son of Wil- 
liam James Grinham of 5078 Wells ave- 
nue, was taken in cliarge by officers of 
the Humane Society of Missouri today, 
when an examinatidon, requested by 
neighbors, disclosed 45 livid welts on his 
body from a beating he says he re- 
ceived Tuesday night from his father.

He says 
his Yather talked to him half an hour 
and ithen beat him with the butt end of 
H rhwhide, three feet long, the small 
en@ of which he wrapped around his 
hand. With the other hand, the boy 
says, his father stifled his cries. 

Waist Was Torn Off. 
Mrs. Grinham, who recently recovered 
from an illness and has an infant, it 
was declared, was unable to protect 
the boy, whose waist was torn off in 
the struggle. The boy was unable to 
go to school yesterday, but was in school 
today when George Ii. Dieckman, super- 
intendent of the Humane Society, in re- 
sponse to complaints of neighbors Ly 
telephone, sent Officer E. B. Holley to 
investigate. 
He found the boy at the Washington 
School, Euclid and Fountain avenues. 
The principal excused him and Holley 
took him home and examined him. His 
back and right arm were criss-crossed 
with welts and lacerations, and some 
of the blows had also fallen upon his 
face and neck. Holley took him to 
the Humane Society's office. 
The boy says his father has beaten 
him frequently since he was 6 years 
old and has beaten him several times 
with th erawhide, which he purchased 
two months ago. 
Grinham was reached by telephone at 
the Simmons Hardware Co. by a Post- 
Dispatch reporter.

LONDON, Jan. 11.~—A_ nation-wide 
campaign for subscriptions to the great 
new ‘‘victory loan’’ was launched today 
at a mass meeting in the London Guild- 
hall, at which Andrew Bonar Law, 
Chancellor of the Exchequer; David 
Lloyd-George, the Premier, ana Regi- 
nald McKenna were the principal speak- 
ers. 

Bonar Law announced that the basis 
for the loan was an issue at 5 per cent 
and the price %. .he period of this 
loan, he stated, was 30 years. with an 
option for redemption in 12 years. The 
Chancellor said 5 per cent would be paid 
on application and the balance in equal 
proportions. The last payment would 
be beyond May 30. 


The Government, the Chancellor said, 
was giving an option of a tax free loan 
at the rate of 4 per cent issued at par, 
to be redeemable at the option of the 
State at the end of 12 years. 


Foreign holders of the stock, he an- 
nounced, would not be liable to the in- 
come tax.® A sinking fund will be estab- 
lished in connection with the loan, the 
Chancellor announced.

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High German Quarters Declared 
to Have Welcomed Remark 
by Hjm at Dinner. 


BERLIN, by wireless to the Associated 
Press, Jan. 1L.—With reference to the 
message sent by the State Department 
at Washington to Ambassador Gerard, 
asking for information as to his speech 


at the banquet given in his honor Sat- 
urday night by the American Associa- 
tion of Commerce and Trade, it can be 
 tahed that the Ambassador's remarks 
were quoted correctly in the dispatches 
forwarded to the United States. The re- 
port sent out by the Overseas News 
Agency quoted the Ambassador as say~- 
ing: 

“Never since the beginning of the 
war have the relations between Ger- 
‘eum and the United, States been 80 
cordial as now."" The Ambassador is 
also quoted as having said: ‘“‘At no 
time since the foundation of the Ger-| 
man empire have the relations between 
Germany and the United States been 
better than they are today.” 

The speaker avoided any reference to 
the other Powers in this connection and 
‘confined himself to a statement on the 
| present friendly relations between the 
two Governments. His remarks were 
received with hearty applause by most 
of the Germans present, and have been 
cited with approval by the newspapers, 
with a few exceptions. The Associated 
Press is informed that they were wel- 
comed in high quarters. 

Ambassador Gerard was recgived Mon- 
day by Chancellor von Bethmann-Holl- 
weg for a half hour’s discussion of 
German-American relations. 


JOHN D. ROCKEFELLER TALKS ON

Rockefeller said he belfeved the ‘’per- 
onal relation in indystry” would eventu- 
uwity be regarded as an important part 
of college courses aimed to fit men for 
business life. 

‘It is regrettably true,” he asserted, 
“that there are capitalists who regard 
labor as their legitimate prey. It is also 
true that on the part of labor there has 
been a growing feeling that it was justi- 
fied in wresting everything possible from 
capital. 

“If you will put yourself in the other 
man’s place and govern your action by 
what you would wish done to you, were 
you the employe instead of the employ- 
er,’ the problem of the establishment of 
the personal relation in industry will be 
be solved.” 


KING’S HIGHWAY IS 100. FEET 
WIDE IN NEW SUBDIVISION 


Tentative Acceptance WHll Not Pre- 
vent Makirg It 150 Feet, Aasist- 
ant City Counselor Says. 

Informal approval has been given by 
the Board of Public Service to. a new 
subdivision between Spalding and Terry 
avenues, although the plat submitted 
‘shows the width of King's highway, on 
iwhich the property abuts, is only 100 
feet. Proceedings to increase the 
width of King’s highway to 10 feet, be- 
tween Easton avenue and Penrose street, 
including that part bounding the new 
subdivision, are pending in court after 
having been authorized by ordinance. 

Assistant City Counselor Senn said the 
approval would not affect the city's 
power to widen the thoroughfare at that 
point and would not increase the dam- 
ages likely to be claimed by the owners 
of the property. 

The new subdivision embraces 20 acres 
between King’s highway, Euclid ave- 
nue, Spalding avenue and Terry avenue 
It provides for the extension of Maf- 
tt avenue from Euclid to King’s 

ighway, with a width of 90 
feet. In the center of Maffitt avenue 
there is to be a parking strip 22 
feet wide. Director of Public Welfare 
Tolkacz said the city would he expected 
to maintain this plot, and there is no 
money for this purpose.

be denied. ; 

Following Mr. Lansing’s extraordinary state- 
ment in connection with the President’s peace 
note which had to be corrected immediately to 
avoid false impressions, this incident forces a 
question concerning Mr. Lansing’s judgment and 
discretion. A mistake in connection with so deli- 
cate a matter as the note concerning peace terms, 
in which .the President was treading on eggs, 
seems incredible and unpardonable. To overlook 
the presence of outsiders in a confidential confer- 
ence in which the Secretary warned newspaper 
correspondents against pifblicity seems inexplica- 
ble except on the ground of indiscretion. 

President Wilson is his own Foreign Minister, 
but he has been unfortunate in his subordinates. 
Mr. Bryan scrambled the eggs in both German and 
Mexican diplomatic dealings and Mr. Lansing 
shows a decided disposition to spill the beans. 
Are there not risks enough in our delicate foreign 
relations without adding the danger of blunders in 
the home office? 
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In the United States every year thére is enough 
waste to enrich a continent.

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EFFECT OF WEBB-KENYON DECISION. 
The chief effect of the Supreme Court decision 


upholding the Webb-Kenyon law will be to ab- 
solutely prohibit the shipment of intoxicants into 
dry states for use or sale, contrary to the laws 
of the state to which shipment is attempted. 

But several dry states have liberal shipment 
exemptions. For example, Arkansas, Colorado, 
Iowa, Kansas, Maine and North Dakota place no 
Nmit upon shipments for personal use. In Ala- 
bama the user of intoxicants may have shipped 
to him a gallon of spirituous liquor, or 4 gallons 
of wine, or 10 gallons of beer or ale, within any 
four weeks. Georgia is nearly as Mberal; so is 
North Carolina. Oklahoma puts no limit on 
shipments for persona) use, but possession at one 
time of over a gallon is prima facie evidence of 
intent to evade the law. Other dry states that 
permit more or less liberal shipment for personal 
use are Arizona (under a recent State Supreme 
Court decision), Oregon, Tennessee, Washington 
and Virginia. 

The Webb-Kenyon hearing in.the Supreme Court 
was a test case arising out of a suit in West Vir- 
ginia, which State forbade shipments but per- 
mitted individuals to carry Into the State limited 
quantities of liquor for personal use, under certain 
restrictions.

As to Belgium’s attitude to- 
wards Germany before the war, it was Count von 
Jagow who said; on Aug. 3, 1914, that “Germany 
has nothing to reproach Belgium with and the at- 
titude of Belgium has always been correct.” 

It is to be hoped that Dr. Cabot will succeed 
in getting from the people of St. Louls and the 
other American cities he visits a strong protest 
to the German Government against the course 
of its agents in Belgium. Every coercive step 
they have taken there has been, on their own 
admission, illegal. .And the forcible carrying into 
captivity of so many thousand helpless Belgian 
civilians is the climax of a crime against civiliza- 
tion. It adds barbarity to injustice. : 

If the actjon of the American people does not 
go beyond moral protest it will be effective. The 
protest will express the mora] judgment of the 


civilized world on an act of medieval savagery. ' 


No nation can stand against this judgment in war 
or peace. It is what Bismarck calls the “weight 
of the imponderables,” which is greater than ma- 
terial weight—than armies and navies. 

The Government which does not heed this moral 
judgment pays’ the penalty of.condemnation and 
hostile sentiment when good will is most needed. 
The protest will find a response in the heart of 
the German people.

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TWO BAD BILLS. 

Bills denying the use of the majls under se- 
vere penalties to any newspaper, circular or 
other’ publication or missive of any sort contain- 
ing an advertisement of intoxicants have been re- 
ported favorably in both houses of Congress. 

In the Senate, the Bankhead bill prohfMits ad- 
vertisements of the sort from being sent from 
any part of the United States into any state or 
tefriiory whose own laws make it unlawful. to 
advertise intoxicants. The Randall bill in the 
House is even more sweeping. Jt prohibits these 
advertisements from being sent to any gther than 
a “lawfully licensed manufacturer or dealer in 
such liquors.” “ 

Thus, newspapers and publications generally 


jtcontaining advertisements of even the mildest 


beverages are under the terms of this bill not 
only totally excluded from all ‘‘dry” states and 
counties in the United States, which can have no 
“lawfully licensed manufacturers or dealers’’ but 
in all other portions of the entire country are 
undeliverable to persons not engaged in the 
liquor business. 

The invalidity of these measures, so apparent 
under earlier decisions, cannot be affirmed with 
full confidence in the light of present judicial 
views. . If, so far as they affect newspapers, 
both -are not an unwarranted interference with 
the liberty of the press, it would be difficult to 
define what would be an unwarranted interfer- 
ence. 

Both make it a crime to commit to the mails 
advertisements of a business which, in a great 
area of the country, is still a lawful business, ac- 
corded official recognition and made a subject 
of taxation. The Bankhead bill assumes the 
validity of state enactments relative to advertise- 
ments whose constitutionality even under state 
laws is still in grave doubt. 

But whether or not they attempt legislation 
outside the power of Congress, both Bankhead 
and Randall bills are inexpedient and fatuous 
from the standpoint of public policy. They sub- 
ject the individual to intolerable official inter- 
ference and espionage. They are inspired by the 
idea that that government is best which governs 
most, not least. The Valhalla of bad bills should 
be their resting place. 
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There is nothing unneutral in the $50,000,000 
American loan to Germany. All nations must 
now come to us for money.

“In the first place, the householder 
should ascertain definitely what size of 
coal is best adapted to his furnace, his 
cooking range, his fireplace or his base- 
burner, and whether the draft of his 
chimney requires a free-burning or one 
oi the harder varieties of coal. The 
heating of the home should be brought 
cown to a practical basis of efficiency. 
The consumer should ask himself wheth- 
e- or not he is getting a dollar's worth 
of heat for every dollar’s worth of fuel 
he consumes. The fault may be with 
the stove or furnace, or with the kind 
of fuel he is using, or with his method 
o* regulating the furnace or stove. Quite 
frequently that same faithful old heater 
is unjustly blamed, when it is in reality 
the method of regulation that is at 
fault. 


“Sometimes the combustion chamber is 
not sufficiently filled, or it may be too 
full. The top of the firebrick lining in 
the range, cylinder stove, or hot air 
furnace, ang the bottom of the feed door 
opening into the steam or hot water 
boiler, are the definite gauges by which 
the height of the fuel bed should be 
judged. Fill the fuel space of the fur- 
nace, stove or boiler according to these 
directions, heaping the coal slightly in 
the center. The fuel space should be 
filled twice a day in winter weather. 
The last time should be as late at night 
as convenient. There is loss both in 
economy and comfort if smaller quan- 
tities of coal, are added to the fire sev- 
eral times a -day with attendant shak- 
ings. The grate should be shaken only 
until.a bright light shows underneath, 
and this should be done only twice a 
day. Additional shakings permit uncon- 
sumed coal to pass through the grate 
bars.. When the furnace is filled at 
night the fire should be checked or 
damped down and be ready to give a 
quick heat in the morning. Steam or 
hot water boilers should have the fire 
space filled with coal at least to a point 
level with the bottom of the feed door 
opening, and one feeding should be suf- 
ficient for 12 hours, if the drafts are 
properly adjusted. Once in the morning 
and once in the evening are the only 
times when attention is necessary under 
normal weather conditions. Ashes should 
be shaken down before the furnace or 
stove fs filléd with fresh coal. 

‘The common error of leaving open 
the feed door and admitting cold air 
over the hot fuel bed, and at the same 
time cooling the heating surfaces, 
should be avoided. All air necessary to

combustion should be drawn through the 
bed of coal and fire, and all checking of 
draft should be accomplished by shut- 
ting the ashpit door and opening the 


check damped in the. stove pipe. Thus | 
all the heat possible is held in contact 
with heating surfaces. 

“When feeding a furnace, open the 
damper in the pipe, but close the check 
damper at the top. This prevents the 
escape of dust into the cellar when the 
feed door is open. 

“Do not neglect the furnace in mild 
weather. It is just at such times that 
it should be given closest attention. See 
to it that the coal is properly consumed 
and not allowed to pass through the 
grate half-consumed, to be thrown out 
with the ashes. 

‘Keep the ashpit empty. Do not let 
the ashes bank up under the grate. This 
not only prevents the proper circulation 
of air needed for combustion, but also 
tends to warp the grate bars. Remov- 
ing the ashes regularly once a day, 
even if only a small amount has fallen, 
is the best plan. 

“It often happens that a portion of 
the heating surface of steam and hot- 
water radiators becgmes unavailable, 
due to the presence of air in the coils. 
This air prevents the radiator from fill- 
ing fully with steam or hot water, as 
the case may be, and the radiator gives 
only a fraction of the total amount of 
heat possible. It is easy to tell when 
this has happened. In the case of hot- 
water radiators, the upper part of the 
coils will be found to be cold, the 
amount of cold space depending upon 
the amount of air. With steam radia- 
tors the coils at the end farthest from 
the steam valve will be cold. 

‘The remedy is simple. In the case 
of a hot-water system, open the small 
pet cock on the radiator and allow the 
air to escape, closing it as soon as wa- 
ter appears. Steam radiators are fitted 
with a small air valve which is sup- 
posed to work automatically, the valve 
remaining open as steam enters the ra- 
diator and giving an outlet for the air, 
which is forced ahead of the steam. 
When the radiator is filled with steam, 
the valve should shut. When air is left 
in the radiator it is due either to the 
fact that the air valve closes too soon 
or does not open at all. When this 
happens, remove the small screw cap at 
the top of the air valve. Beneath it 
will be found what looks like the head 
of a screw. With a small screwdriver 
or a knife blade, unscrew this to the 
point when air begins to hiss through. 
Leave it adjusted at this point, and the 
valve will probably close when the ra- 
diator becomes filled with steam. If it 
does not, a very slight turn to the right 
will close it. 

*“‘Ranges of the ordinary domestic size 
for the average family require ‘chest- 
nut’ coal. In larger size ranges, ‘stove’ 
coal can be used to good advantage, but 
‘chestnut’ will surely give satisfaction. 

‘‘Base-burners, with magazines eight 
inches in diameter or smaller, produce 
best results when ‘chestnut’ is used. In 
larger sizes, use ‘stove’ coal alone, or a 
mixture of ‘stove’ and ‘chestnut.’ 

‘Steam and hot-water boilers of fairly 

large size are best operated with ‘egp’ 
size coal. In small boilers of these 
types, ‘stove’ size or a combination of 
half ‘egg’ and half ‘stove’ gives best re- 
sults. 
“Hot-air furnaces of all sizes gener- 
ally in use for domestic and other pur- 
poses should be fed with ‘egg’ else an- 
thracite., 

“No ash sifter is necessary if the right 
size and quality of coal is used and 
is being properly burned. The coal 
should burn to a fine ash, and its first 
trip through the stove or furnace should 
be its last. Clinkers are usually a sign 
either of improper use of the poker or 
improper regulation of drafts. Too hot 
a fire, either in the stove or the fur- 
nace, {s almost sure to produce clinkers. 
“Do not let the air in the house get 
too dry. Dry air is a poor conductor 
of heat. The simplest remedy is to 
place an open vessel of water on or 
near each radiator. 

“If proper attention fs given to the 
operation of the furnace or heating 
stove, a perceptible economy in the do- 
mestic consumption of coal can be 
effected.”

Throw his stick. 

Trip, hold with his hand or 
stick, kick, push or cross check 
an opponent. 

Interfere with an epponent who 
is not playing the puck. 

Raise his stick above the shoul- 
der except in lifting the puck, 

Use abusive or profane lian- 
guage. 

Interfere with an opponent, the 
offender being out of the play. 
Some of the above offenses per- 

petrated in hockey may result in such 
Slight misfortunes as broken arms, 
broken legs and broken promisés not 
to swear; concussion of the brain: 
death, or a sprained thumb. You

The rules provide four timekeepers, 
two of whom are designated as 
“game” timekeepers. They have to 
be.
